Laurel  Gardens  comes  under  Massachusetts  Chapter  667  Housing  for  Elderly  Citizens 
of  low -income.  To  be  eligible  a  person  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over.  A  person  must 
be  of  low  income  and  in  need  of  good  housing.  In  general  the  annual  income  of  a  single  in- 
dividual not  to  exceed  $2500.  00,  and  the  annual  income  of  a  couple  not  to  exceed$3,  000.  00 

Residents  of  the  Town  must  be  given  preference.  Dwellings  are  planned  for  single 
and  double  occupancy.  Dwellings  for  two  persons  may  be  occupied  by  the  following  comb- 
inations. 

a.  Married  Couple 

b.  Two  men  and  two  women 

c.  A  brother  and  sister 

Tenants  are  allowed  to  reach  the  following  incomes.  Single  $3,125.00,  Couples 
$3,750.00.  The  minimum  rent  at  Laurel  Gardens  is  $58.00  per  month.  The  average  for 
the  project  is  $58.  93. 

Total  expenses  would  call  for  a  rent  on  a  per  unit  basis  of  $76.  90.  The  deficit  is  paid 
for  by  State  Aid.  There  are  at  present  3  men  and  46  women  and  their  ages  run  between  67 
years  to  92  years. 

Cost  in  a  project  of  this  type  must  be  kept  as  low  as  possible,  otherwise  it  would  re- 
sult in  higher  rents.  Several  ways  have  been  found  by  the  Authority  to  keep  costs  down. 
When  the  project  was  built  all  light  bulbs  were  120  volt.  After  several  months  of  keeping 
records  we  found  the  life  of  these  bulbs  of  short  duration.  The  cost  and  maintenance  time 
was  excessive.  We  now  use  130  volt  bulbs,  and  the  life  of  these  bulbs  has  proven  to  be  far 
greater  and  less  maintenance  is  needed. 

In  our  original  equipment  we  had  an  Arien  Lawn  Mower  with  a  sno-thrower  attachment. 
We  found  our  maintenance  man  spent  most  of  his  time  in  grass  cutting.     We  asked  and  re- 
ceived permission  to  purchase  a  12  HP  riding  tractor  with  a  bull-dozed  blade  and  sno- 
thrower  attachment.    This  not  only  has  greatly  reduced  the  time  spent  in  cutting  grass  but 
has  helped  in  snow  removal. 

Recently  the  Authority  received  a  commendation  from  Julius  J.  Sofinowski,  Deputy 
Commissioner,  Division  of  Housing  on  the  operating  and  maintenance  of  Laurel  Gardens. 


The  Authority  invested  $15,000.00  in  paid-up  shares  with  the  Saugus  Co-op  Bank. 
This  will  return  4-1/2%  or  $675.  00  per  year.    This  will  be  used  toward  reducing  our  ex- 
penses. 

Laurel  Gardens  has  not  only  answered  the  housing  problems  of  its  tenants  (  through 
its  Common's  Building)  it  has  provided  a  social  life  as  well.    A  large  group  meet  there 
weekly.     They  have  formed  their  own  Association.    Through  cake  sales  and  other  means 
they  have  been  able  to  raise  money  for  a  bus  trip;  another  trip  is  being  planned  for  this 
coming  year. 

Through  arrangements  made  by  the  Authority  and  its  Director,  tenants  were  able  to 
attend  the  Saugus  DeMolay  Show,  Lions  Club  Show  and  the  Policemen's  Ball  without  charge. 
During  the  Holiday  Season  they  were  entertained  by  a  Choral  group  from  St.    Margaret's, 
Campfire  Girls,  and  a  youth  group  from  the  Cliftondale  Cong.  Church  singing  Xmas  Carols. 
A  large  group  from  a  local  Dancing  School  presented  singing,  ballet,  and  tap  dancing.    The 
Annual  Xmas  party  given  by  the  Authority  members  and  their  wives  was  held  on  Sunday, 
Dec.  4th.    All  tenants  received  gifts  from  "Santa". 

The  Housing  Authority  through  action  taken  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  in- 
structed to  construct  a  new  project  consisting  of  40  units. 

The  Authority  has  made  application  to  the  State  to  borrow  the  necessary  funds.  On 
Sept.  12th,  they  received  $520,  000.  00.  They  invested  $400,  000.  00  on  a  6  month  plan  at 
5-1/2%  and  $90,  000.  00  on  a  day  to  day  interest  of  4%  with  National  Shawmut  Bank.  The 
remaining  $30,  000.  00  was  deposited  in  the  Saugus  Trust  Company  under  a  Development 
Fund. 

The  Peter  Hajian  Inc.  of  Boston  was  engaged  as  Architect. 

James  J.  Fox  as  Attorney. 

Land  adjacent  to  Laurel  Gardens  was  purchased  with  Hollett Real  Estate  making 
the  appraisal.  This  land  cinsisted  of  two  lots.  One  lot  containing  40,  800  sq.  ft.  with 
a  house  was  purchased  for  $10,000.00,  A  smaller  lot  containing  7,920  sq.  ft.  cost 
$1,600.00. 

Palmer -Osborne  of  Peabody  provided  maps  and  surveys,  with  New  England  Test 
Boring  Corp.  of  Boston  furnishing  test  borings. 

Containing  four  buildings,  two  garden  type,  (2)  story  each  having  16  units  and  (2) 
single  story  with  4  units  each. 

All  utilities  will  be  tied  in  with  our  present  project.  This  should  keep  our  con- 
struction costs  down  and  help  greatly  in  maintenance. 

Preliminary  plans  have  been  completed  and  final  plans  will  be  in  January  1967. 
Construction  should  be  started  in  March  with  hope  of  completion  in  the  late  fall.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

In  1966,  as  in  many  past  years,  the  Finance  Committee  enjoyed  the  support  of  the 
Town  Meeting  in  following  our  recommendations.  We  also  received  excellent  coopera- 
tion from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  Manager  and  the  various  Department  Heads. 
This  was  a  year  of  progress.  We  witnessed  the  opening  of  the  new  Junior  High  School  in 
September  as  well  as  the  opening  of  the  Waybright  School  in  January,  continued  expansion 
of  our  Sewer  System,  and  the  first  phase  of  a  water  system  improvement  program. 

These  necessary  improvements  were  financed  through  Bond  Issues  and  we  are  now 
$6,895,000.  00  in  debt.      The  cost  of  this   debt  in  principle  and  interest  payments  will  a- 
mount  to  more  than  $15.  00  on  the  1967  tax  rate.     We  must  slow  down  on  this  type  of  fin- 
ancing until    we  can  reduce  this  indebtedness- 

Inflation  is  affecting  our  Town  expenses  just  as  it  affects  our  home  budget.  Salaries 
are  going  up  and  the  costs  of  goods  and  services  is  aiso  increasing.  As  an  example,  last 
year  the  cost  of  borrowing  money  to  operate  the  Town  until  taxes  were  collected  in  Nov- 
ember went  up  1%  over  1965.  It  cost  us  $9,575.  00  more.  This  amount  came  out  of  the 
the  Reserve  Fund  We  are  also  providing  better  schooling  for  many  more  children. 
These  increased  costs  add  up  to  many  more  tax  dollars  needed  to  operate  the  Town  in  the 
manner  desired  by  its  citizens,  as  expressed  by  their  votes  for  School  Committeemen 
and  Selectmen  as  well  as  their  Town  Meeting  Members.  Since  the  expansion  of  our  tax 
base  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  need  for  more  tax  dollars,    a  higher  tax  rate  is  necessary. 

Hopefully  we  will  some  day  develop  some  of  our  idle  lands  into  taxable  industrial  pro- 
perty and  expand  our  tax  base  without  expanding  our  school  costs. 

In  1966  the  added  operating  cost  for  the  Town  amounted  to  about  $13.00  on  the  tax 
rate.     The  actual  increase  was  $6.  80.     The  difference  was  made  up  through  larger  contri- 
butions from  the  State.      (Contributions  from  money  raised  by  the  new  3%  Sales  Tax.)  In 
1967  these  contributions  should  be  higher  since  the  Sales  Tax  will  cover  a  full  year.  How- 
ever,   added  costs  of  Town  Operations  particularly  School  costs  will  require  an  even  lar- 
ger tax  increase. 

The  Finance  Committee  met  24  times  in  1966.  Fourteen  of  these  meetings  were 
spent  in  studying  the  proposed  budgets  and  preparing  our  recommendations.  Four  other 
meetings  were  devoted  to  the  study  of  particular  accounts  in  the  Police,  Fire,  Public 
Works,  and  Veterans  Benefits  Departments.  The  accounts  studied  were  found  to  be  in 
proper  order.  We  compliment  the  Department  Heads  for  their  fine  work  in  the  manage- 
ment of  their  respective  accounts.  Other  meetings  concerned  Emergency  Transfer  Re- 
quests from  the  Reserve  Fund,  a  list  of  the  transfers  approved  following  this  report,  and 
to  discussion  of  Town  affairs.

The  town  continued  progress  at  a  steady  and  rewarding  pace  in  1966. 

To  stay  abreast  with  continuing  growth  the  town  accomplished  many  requirements. 
Some  of  the  highlights  of  these  accomplishments  were: 

*  New  Junior  High  School  was  completed  and  occupied. 

*  Library  system  has  been  expanded  by  addition  of  Essex  Street  Library. 

*  Continued  improvements  in  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  to  serve   our    citizens 
more  efficiently  and  effectively. 

*  Additional  playgrounds  were  made  available. 

*  Reactivation  of  the  Industrial  Development  Commission. 

*  123  new  lights  were  installed  in  a  program  of  modernizing  our  street  lighting. 

*  20. 189  feet  or  approximately  4  miles  of  sanitary  sewers  were  installed. 

*  Plans  and  engineering  surveys  were  prepared  for  additional  sewers  to  be  installed 
in  1967  and  1968. 

*  Extension  of  3,232  feet  of  new  water  mains. 

*  Replacement  of  3, 115  feet  of  water  mains. 

*  Installation  of  additional  fire  hydrants. 

*  2,  959  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  construction  under  Chapter  90  was  accomplished 
on  our  roads. 

*  11   507  feet  of  roads  were  reconstructed  with  bituminous  concrete  under  Chapter 
679  and  other  highway  programs. 

*  14.450  feet  were  also  reconstructed  under  the  Public  Works  general  budget. 

*  4,255  feet  of  new  sidewalks  were  added  to  our  existing  sidawalks. 

*  4,271  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  curbing  was  installed. 

*  2,248  feet  of  storm  drainage  was  installed. 
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The  town  spent  a  record  level  of  expenditures  in  providing  these  services.    A  total  of 
$6, 159, 131,was  appropriated.     The  school  system  required  $3,279,729>to  operate  while 
other  departments  and  other  services  required  $2,879,402. 

It  is  the  aim  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen  to  continue  to  strive  for  the  most  effective 
government  with  emphasis  on  the  financial  ability  to  pay. 

To  serve  the  town's  needs,  the  Board  has  established  programs  and  goals  to  attain. 
All  programs  are  being  planned  and  projected  over  a  3  to  5  year  period.    A  few  of  the 
immediate  challenges  are: 

*  Continued  sewer  construction. 

*  Accelerated  road  resurfacing. 

*  Replacement  and  updating  of  Public  Works  equipment  and  facilities. 

*  Need  for  additional  classrooms  at  the  High  School  in  1970. 

*  Cemetery  expansion. 

*  Continuation  of  street  lighting  modernization. 

*  Playground  construction 

*  Attract  business  and  light  industry  to  help  broaden  the  tax  base. 

Careful  planning,  both  financial  and  technical,  must  be  applied  to  these  challenges 
and  goals  to  assure  their  successful  completion.     The  Selectmen  pledge  themselves  to 
continuing  progress  and  will  work  diligently  toward  stabilizing  the  tax  rate.     It  is  our 
endeavor  to  allow  taxpayers  to  enjoy  the  improvements  being  made  within  their  ability 
to  meet  the  cost  of  these  programs. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  proud  of  our  departments  and  wish  to  express  our  ap- 
preciation to  all  departments  for  their  contribution  to  our  general  welfare.

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SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 


To:    The  Members  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

This  is  the  seventy-third  Annual  School  Report  for  Saugus  and  my  second  Annual  Re- 
port as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  year  1966,  for  the  Saugus  Public  Schools,  should  long  be  remembered  as  a  year 
of  many  changes  in  personnel,  curriculum,  and  facilities.  The" opening  of  the  Waybright 
Elementary  School  in  January  and  Saugus  Junior  High  School  in  September  necessitated 
organizational  changes,  administrative  appointments,  and  additional  personnel  of  a  much 
larger  magnitude  than  would  normally  be  required  in  any  one  school  year.  Fortunately, 
these  new  buildings  also  enabled  the  Saugus  Public  Schools  to  return  to  full  day  sessions 
and  to  offer  a  complete  educational  program  to  the  children  of  Saugus  at  all  levels  -  el- 
ementary, junior,  and  senior  high. 

It  was  a  year  demanding  many  serious  decisions  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  Ad- 
ministration which  will  effect  the  present  and  future  program  of  education  in  the  Public 
Schools  of  Saugus  and,  in  retrospect,  must  be  regarded  as  a  year  in  which  exciting,  im- 
portant gains  were  made  in  the  continuing  effort  to  provide  an  educational  program  of 
depth,  meaning,  and  quality  for  the  children  of  Saugus. 

This  report  will  discuss  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  personnel,  the  instruc- 
tional program,  and  school  facilities;  attempt  to  relate  these  changes  to  the  overall  plan 
of  progress  for  the  Saugus  Public  Schools;  and  suggest  changes  and  directions  to  be  taken 
in  the  immediate  future. 


I.       PERSONNEL 

Elementary 

Seven  additional  teachers  over  that  of  the  previous  school  year  were  needed  at  the  el- 
ementary level  during  1966-67,    in  order  to  provide  for  an  increased  enrollment  and  to 
supplement  the  educational  offerings  in  specialized  areas.    These  additional  instructors 
included:  five  classroom  teachers;  a  physical  education  instructor;  and  a  reading  teacher. 
This  brought  the  total  elementary  teachers  and  subject  matter  specialists  for  1966-67  to 
112. 
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In  addition,  the  following  administrative  appointments  were  made: 

Miss  Doris  Lennox,    Principal  of  the  Sweetser  School  was  elected  as  Principal 
of  the  Waybright  School. 

Mr.  Bruce  Waybright  was  elected  Principal  of  the  Sweetser  School. 

Miss  Sophie  Melewski,  Teaching-Principal  of  the  Armitage  School  was  appointed 
Supervising-Principal  of  the  Central  Elementary  School. 

Mr.  Richard  Kennedy  was  elected  Supervising-Principal  of  Veterans'  Memorial 
School. 

Mr.  Roger  Anzalone,    Teaching-Principal    of  the  Felton   School   was  appointed 
Teaching-Principal  of  the  Armitage  School. 

Mr.  William  Vitagliano   was    elected    Teaching-Principal    of   the    North  Saugus 
School. 

Saugus  Junior  High  School 

With  the  opening  of  Saugus  Junior  High  School  and  the  introduction  of  Grade  9  to  the 
junior  high  school  organization,  even  more  dramatic  changes  had  to  be  made.  Sixteen 
teachers  were  transferred  from  Saugus  High  School  and  seventeen  additional  teachers  had 
to  be  added  to  the  staff  bringing  the  total  of  junior  high  school  classroom  teachers  to  66. 
This  faculty,  made  up  of  the  original  teachers  of  Grades  7  &8,  the  9th  Grade  teachers 
from  Saugus  High  School  and  17  new  teachers,  is  to  be  complimented  on  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  it  has  fused  together  as  a  team  and  is  utilizing  to  the  fullest  the  many 
facilities  offered  in  the  new  building.  As  for  administrative  changes,  Mr.  William  Doyle 
has  been  apponited  Assistant  Principal  and,  on  a  temporary  basis,  because  of  illness, 
Mr.  Maurice  Cunningham  is  also  serving  in  that  capacity. 

Saugus  High  School 

Although  reduced  in  student  enrollment  and  faculty  size,  because  of  the  transfer   of 
Grade  9  to  the  Junior  High  School,  the  Saugus  High  School  building  is  almost  filled  to  ca- 
pacity with  the  students  of  grades   10-12  attending  on  a  full-time  basis.     There  are  63 
classroom  teachers  at  Saugus  High  School.     In  the  area  of  administration  Mr.  Robert 
Fraser  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Principal,    and  Mr.  Robert  Clark  will  assume  such 
duties  in  July  of  1967. 

A  Town  should  be  greatly  indebted  to  the  teachers  and  administrators  who  serve  its 
children  for  many  years  until  retirement  removes  them  from  the  active  ranks.  In  1966, 
several  staff  members  retired  from  active  service  and  speaking  for  the  Saugus  School 
Committee,  the  staff  and  students  of  the  Saugus  Public  Schools,  and  the  people  of  Saugus, 
I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  following  educators  who  served  so 
long  in  their  chosen  profession  and  have  had  such  an  important  influence  on  the  attain- 
ments of  generations  of  Saugus  children.

n.     THE  INSTRUCTIONAL  PROGRAM 

Recently,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Research  and  De- 
velopment published  a  bulletin  in  which  criteria  was  established  for  identifying  good 
school  systems.  For  the  past  few  years,  the  Saugus  School  Committee  has  taken  several 
steps  to  improve  the  instructional  program  of  the  Saugus  Public  Schools.  It  would  seem 
appropriate,  in  this  report,  to  assess  the  Saugus  Public  Schools  in  relation  to  this  cri- 
teria and  in  this  manner  portray  the  many  changes  and  improvements  which  occurred  as 
well  as  pointing  out  any  deficiencies  needing  correction  in  the  future. 

WHAT  MAKES  A  GOOD  SCHOOL  SYSTEM? 


1.    What  is  the  per -pupil  expenditure  for  education? 

The  Department  of  Research  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  makes  the  point  that. 
'Ttesearch  conducted  sometime  ago  by  Dr.  Paul  Hart  of  Columbia  University  revealed  a 
positive  relationship  between  expenditures  for  education  and  educational  quality.  In  gen- 
eral, the  school  systems  spending  more  on  education  were  providing  a  superior  educa- 
tion for  their  children  and  youth.  Those  who  were  spending  less  were  providing  a  rela- 
tively inferior  education.  "  The  Department  then  states  that  the  average  operating  expen- 
diture based  upon  1965-66  data  per  elementary  school  pupil  in  Massachusetts  is  $442.00 
and  per  senior  high  school  student  is  $647.  00.  In  addition  the  Department  presents  these 
cost  figures  in  a  more  detailed  and  meaningful  manner: 


At  the  senior  high  school  level: 

10  percent  of  the  school  systems  spend  more  than  $812   00  per  pupil. 
50  per  cent  of  the  school  systems  spend  between  $543  00  and  $706   00. 
10  per  cent  spend  less  than  $498.  no  per  pupil. 

At  the  elementary  school  level: 

25  per  cent  of  the  school  systems  spend  more  than  $474.  00. 

50  per  cent  of  the  school  systems  spend  between  $364.  00  and  $474.  00  per  pupil. 

25  percent  of  the  school  systems  spend  less  than  $364,  00. 

In  the  same  school  year  1965-66,  the  Saugus  School  System  spent: 
At  the  senior  high  school  level,  grades  9-12;    $570.78. 
At  the  elementary  school  level,  grades  1-8;    $368.  34. 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  figures  represent  costs  and  do  not  include 
General  Contron  and  Transportation. 

These  figures  that  the  per  pupil  expenditure  for  the  Saugus  Public  Schools  in  1965-66 
was  just  above  the  low  figure  for  50%  of  the  communities  in  Massachusetts.  It  is  not  the 
intent  of  the  Saugus  School  Committee  or  the  school  administration  to  unreasonably  raise 
these  expenditure  figures,,  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  operation  of  a  large  plant  such  as 
Saugus  Junior  High  School  for  a  complete  year  will  have  some  effect  on  them  at  the  end  of 
1966-67  and  in  the  future.  But  the  figures  do  illustrate  the  fact  that  even  with  the  inaug- 
uration of  needed  improvements  it  has  been  possible  to  keep  per-pupil  operating  expenses 
down  and  that  much  higher  costs  would  have  to  prevail  to  even  approach  the  average  for 
other  communities  in  the  State. 

2.      What  is  the  teacher -pupil  ratio  "> 

The  report  indicates  that  a  simple  statistic  related  to  teacher-pupil  ratio  is  difficult 
to  apply  to  the  criteria  for  good  schools  especially  because  of  experimentation  with  large 
and  small  instructional  groups  and  the  use  of  teacher  aides.  It  does  conclude  that  "while 
the  criteria  are  not  clear,  it  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  classes  of  30  or  more  should  be 
discouraged,  and  irrespective  of  class  size,  educational  needs  of  individuals  should  be 
considered.  " 

The  Saugus  Public  Schools  are  experimenting  at  all  grade  levels  with  forms  of  team 
teaching,  individualized  instruction,  and  other  types  of  student  grouping. 

The  figures  below  indicate  that  the  average  class  size  for  elementary  classes  on 
October  1,  1966  ranged  from  27.  94  to  30.  76.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind,  however,  that  if 
the  average  class  size  is  30,  some  classes  of  a  particular  grade  level  in  one  section  of 
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town  may  have  25  pupils  and  other  classes  in  other  areas  have  35,  depending  upon  rea- 
sons of  transportation  and  geographical  location.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  enrollments  tend 
to  increase  as  the  school  year  progresses.

It  is  not  expected  that  with  the  anticipated  enrollment  for  1967-68  there  will  be  an  ap- 
preciable decrease  in  elementary  class  size  averages.  If  individual  differences  are  to  be 
provided  for  instructionally,  it  is  recommended  that  a  pupil -teacher  ratio  of  25  for  the  e- 
lementary  grades  be  considered  the  aim  of  the  Saugus  Public  Schools.  However,  it  is  re- 
cognized that  such  a  goal  must  be  reached  gradually  and  wiil  be  impossible  to  attain  in 
the  immediate  future. 

At  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  levels  it  is  more  difficult  to  determine  pupil 
teacher  level  because  of  necessary  small  class  sizes  in  specialized  areas.  However, 
class  sizes  at  the  secondary  level  are  certainly  equal  or  above  the  average  for  the  State. 
Of  concern  at  all  grade  levels  is  the  fact  that  with  facilities  becoming  crowded  in  the  next 
few  years,  these  class  sizes  will  steadily  increase  until  relief  can  be  found  in  the  form  of 
new  construction. 

3.    What  is  the  advanced  degree  status  of  teachers  ? 

The  Report  states  that,  "Possession  of  advanced  degrees  reflects  favorably  on  the 
professional  growth  of  a  teaching  staff .  In  most  Massachusetts  communities,  at  least  one 
third  of  the  teachers  hold  advanced  degrees.  In  many  school  systems,  50%  of  the  teach- 
ing staff  possess  graduate  degrees.  " 

At  the  present  time,  approximately  one  fourth  of  the  teaching  staff  in  Saugus  hold  ad- 
vanced degrees.  However,  an  important  point  to  keep  in  mind  is  that  policies  adopted  by 
the  School  Committee,  within  the  past  two  years,  relating  salaries  to  degrees  held,  and 
requiring  credits  from  approved  schools  within  limited  spans  of  time,  have  stimulated 
many  teachers  to  improve  themselves  professionally.  Each  year  a  certain  amount  of 
money  has  to  be  included  in  the  school  budget  to  provide  in  the  salary  schedule  for  those 
teachers  expecting  to  obtain  a  higher  degree  classification.  It  is  interes  ting  to  note  that 
while  only  $2040  had  to  be  planned  for  this  purpose  in  the  1966  Budget,  $7400  was  needed 
in  the  1967  Budget.    The  trend  in  Saugus  is  in  the  direction  of  higher  teacher  preparation. 
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4.  What  evidence  is  available  of  adoption  of  instruction  to  individual  differences  ? 

The  Report  states  that,  "The  teacher -learning  situations  reflecting  high  provision  in 
relation  to  this  criteria  are  evidenced  by  considerable  test  and  evaluation  information 
and  by  a  classroomi  organization  and  environment  of  a  highly  varied  and  stimulating  na- 
ture. 

In  Saugus  Schools  a  standardized  achievement  testis  administered  annually  to  all  stu- 
dents grades  3-6.  In  addition,  diagnostic  tests  in  all  subject  areas  are  utilized  to  find 
out  additional  information  for  each  student  An  Improved  cumulative  folder  to  contain  all 
kinds  of  data  for  each  pupil  has  been  introduced  in  the  elementary  schools.  It  is  planned 
that  each  student  will  be  administered  four  group  intelligence  tests  during  the  12  years  he 
is  enrolled  in  the  Saugus  Schools  and  that  students  with  special  learning  difficulties  will 
be  individually  tested. 

A  testing  program  to  aid  in  the  identification  of  aptitudes,  achievement  and  place- 
ment of  students  is  also  maintained  in  grades  7-12. 

In  an  attempt  to  better  adjust  to  individual  differences  innovative  practices  as  non- 
grading,  departmental  instruction,  individualized  reading,  etc,  can  be  found  in  most  of 
the  schools.  In  the  near  future,  at  the  secondary  level,  experiments  will  be  conducted 
with  forms  of  team  teaching  and  modular  scheduling,  utilizing  the  facilities  of  data  pro- 
cessing, wherever  possible. 

The  expansion  of  the  program  for  mentally  retarded  to  the  Junior  High  School,  this 
year  means  that  such  children  can  now  receive  attention  as  elementary  and  junior  high 
students  and  it  is  planned  that  this  program  will  be  expended  to  the  senior  high  level  in 
the  near  future. 

Through  the  distributive  education  and  cooperative  foods  programs,  the  senior  high 
school  has  been  especially  successful  in  meeting  the  needs  of  certain  students  largely  be- 
cause of  a  work-study  approach  to  learning  in  these  areas. 

At  all  levels,  constant  curriculum  development  is  underway  with  an  emphasis  on  in- 
dividualizing instruction  to  better  meet  student  needs. 

5.  What  special  services  are  provided"? 

The  Saugus  Public  Schools  provides  the  following  services  to  meet  the  specialized 
needs  of  certain  children. 

a.  There    are  now  qualified  reading  instructors   at  the  elementary,    junior 
and  senior  high  school  levels. 

b.  The  school  system  has  a  speech  teacher  and  a  sight  saving  teacher. 

c.  This  year,    the  first  adjustment  counselor  for  Saugus  was  added  to  the 
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staff  and  this  has  been  of  invaluable  help  especially  at  the  elementary 
level. 

d.  Next  year,  it  is  planned  to  have  a  Director  of  Pupil  Services  who  will  co- 
ordinate the  efforts  of  all  the  service  specialists  and  should  make  them 
even  more  effective. 

e.  Much  emphasis  has  been  given  to  the  establishment  of  good  school  librar- 
ies. The  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  have  professional  librarians, 
and  the  supply  of  reference  and  all  kinds  of  reading  material  is  steadily 
increasing.  Central  libraries  are  being  formed  in  most  of  the  element- 
ary schools.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  have 
a  professional  librarian  for  the  elementary  schools.  Such  a  person  could 
supervise  the  lay  people  who  operate  these  libraries  and  could  act  as  a 
central  purchasing  agent  for  all  elementary  libraries. 

f .  The  physical  education  program  has  been  advanced  at  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  school  levels  with  the  appointment  of  new  personnel  and  the 
acquisition  of  new  equipment  especially  at  Saugus  Junior  High  School. 
The  School  Committee  has  endorsed  an  intramural  program  of  sports  at 
the  secondary  level,  with  an  emphasis  on  wide  participation  by  many  stu- 
dents as  well  as  a  strong  interscholastic  program.  In  the  near  future,  it 
is  hoped  that  a  Director  of  Health,  Physical  Education  and  Athletics  may 
be  appointed  to  supervise  and  coordinate  all  such  activities  Grades  1-12 

6.    Is  kindergarten  part  of  the  ongoing  program  of  the  School  system? 

The  Report  states  that,    "while  the  above  accounts  for  only  a  single  program  in  the 
many  offerings  of  the  curriculum,  its  purpose  is  important  in  preparing  the  child  for 
formal  instruction  in  the  elelemtary    grades.    Approximately  1  ;3  of  the  Massachusetts 
school  systems  have  such  programs,  but  the  remaining  communities t. reflect  a  hesitancy 
to  meet  this  responsibility.  " 

At  the  present  time,  the  Saugus  Public  Schools  do  not  have  kindergarten  as  part  of 
the  educational  program.  Research  has  demonstrated  the  importance  of  the  early  years 
in  the  education  of  children.  There  is  little  question  today,  that  kindergarten  should  be  a 
part  of  every  school  system  and  should  be  eventually  included  in  the  Saugus  Public 
Schools.  This  may  have  to  occur  sooner  than  expected.  The  Commissioner  of  Education 
has  established  a  Kindergarten  Study  Committee  for  the  State  and  although  its  findings 
are,  at  present,  incomplete  the  following  statement  has  been  issued: 

"A  careful  review  of  the  research  on  the  value  of  Kindergarten  programs  has 
convinced  each  member  of  the  Kindergarten  Study  Committee  that  the  Statewide 
institution  of  public  kindergarten  program  is  essential.  " 

The  Commissioner  has  stated  that,  "if  and  when  kindergartens  become  an  integral 
part  of  the  present  Grade  1  through  12  system,    the  Board  will    recommend  a 
phasing-in  period  covering  perhaps  two  to  five  years.  " 
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7.    What  ins ervice,  experimental,  or  research  activities  are  being  undertaken     by     the 
school  personnel? 

Although  there  are  considerable  inservice  experimental  activities,  especially  relat- 
ed to  curriculums ,  being  undertaken  by  the  staff  in  the  Saugus  Schools,  probably  the  most 
outstanding  indication  of  the  interest  of  the  school  system  in  meeting  specialized  needs , 
is  in  the  project  approved  by  the  Federal  Government  under  a  Title  III,  P.  L.  89-10  oper- 
ational grant.  This  project  is  entitled  "Coordinated  Educational  and  Psychological  Ser- 
vice for  Children  with  Learning  Problems.  "  A  multi-disciplinary  team  has  been  formed 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  gathering  and  evaluating  data  about  children  with  learn- 
ing difficulties,  and  psychological  measures.  The  team  consists  of  an  educational  anal- 
yst, a  clinical  psychologist,  a  psychiatric  social  worker,  a  team  chairman,  an  adminis- 
trative coordinator,  clinical  observers,  and  various  specialists  on  call.  A  grant  of 
$78,  600  has  been  approved  by  the  Federal  Government  for  the  first  year  of  operation. 


The  degree  of  quality  education  offered  by  a  community  is  extremely  difficult  to  as- 
ses. More  important  than  where  a  school  system  fits  into  the.  picture  portrayed  by  the 
questions  outlined  above,  is  the  direction  in  which  a  school  system  is  going.  For  a 
school  system  to  stand  still  in  these  days  of  exciting  change,  is  to  actually  move  back- 
wards. If  this  report  does  nothing  more  than  demonstrate  that  the  Saugus  Public  Schools 
are  on  the  move  in  a  well-planned,  prudent  attempt  to  provide  quality  education  for  the 
children  of  Saugus,  it  will  have  accomplished  its  purpose. 

IE.    SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

It  will  be  necessary  to  reopen  and  use  the  Felton  and  Emerson  Schools  in  order  to 
house  tlie  elementary  classrooms  needed  ia  the  school  year  1967-1968.  As  can  be  seen 
below,  while  110  classrooms  are  being  used  during  the  current  school  year,  it  is  expec- 
ted that  117  will  be  needed  in  1967-1968.

Of  even  greater  concern,  is  the  realization  on  studying  projected  enrollments  that 
the  school  year  1969-70  is  beginning  to  loom  as  the  year  when  further  additional  school 
facilities  will  have  to  be  provided  or  a  return  to  a  limited  educational  program  and  double 
sessions  will  have  to  occur,  Unfortunately,  by  1969,  or  1970,  overcrowded  conditions 
will  exist  at  all  grade  levels  -  elementary  junior  and  senior  high  school.  Because  of 
this  the  School  Administration  is  presently  studying  all  possible  solutions  to  this  problem 
and  hopes  to  recommend  a  possible  building  program  to  the  School  Committee  before  the 
end  of  the  present  school  year. 

Conclusion 


In  this  my  second  annual  report  I  would  like  once  again,  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Saugus  School  Committee,  the  various  Town  Boards  and  officials,  a  won- 
derful group  of  administrators,  teachers,  secretaries  and  custodians,  and  to  the  people 
of  Saugus. 

The  encouragement  and  help  of  all  the  above  mentioned  can  only  lead  to  an  eventual 
solving  of  the  problems  connected  with  any  school  system  such  as  Saugus,  still  growing 
in  size  and  vision,  but  exhibiting  at  all  times  a  potential  for  greatness. 
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BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


The  Board  of  Zoning  and  Building  Appeals  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for  the 
year  1966. 

As  provided  by  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  the  Board  is  a  tribunal 
created  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  appeals  from  the  arbitrary  restrictions  placed  upon 
the  Building  Inspector  in  issuing  permits  under  both  the  zoning  and  building  by-laws. 
The  Board,  after  conducting  public  hearings  and  complying  with  all  provisions  of  the  sta- 
tute, may,  under  special  conditions,  and  only  by  unanimous  vote,  grant  variances  and 
special  permits  ordering  the  Building  Inspector  to  issue  either  building  or  occupancy  per- 
mits. 

During  the  year,    the  Board  held  ten  public  hearing  meetings  with  a  total  of  seventy- 
five  petitions.     Of  this  total,  thirty -seven  were  granted;    twenty-six  denied;    eleven  were 
given  leave  to  withdraw  and  one  temporary  variance  for  a  period  of  one  year  was  granted. 
As  required  by  law,  the  temporary  variance  has  been  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds, 
Salem,  Massachusetts. 

The  year  1966  paralleled  1965  in  which  ten  public  hearing  meetings  were  held  grant- 
ing thirty -seven  petitions,  denying  twenty -nine,  six  given  leave  to  withdraw  and  two  tem- 
porary variances  granted. 

In  March  1966  Mr.  Gregory  Smith  was  re-appointed  as  a  member  and  Mr.  Hugh 
Atherton  as  an  associate  member.  At  a  reorganizational  meeting,  Mr.  Gregory  Smith 
was  elected  Chairman. 

Three  associate  members  are  available  as  a  substitute  should  a  regular  member  be 
unable  to  attend  a  public  hearing. 

The  Board,  in  its  duties,  makes  various  trips  throughout  the  town  to  view  property 
of  the  petitioners . 

The  continued  up-dating  of  out-moded  zoning  laws  and  the  building  trend  indicates  a 
busy  year  for  1967.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


There  was  a  total  of  thirty-three  subdivisions  in  various  stages  of  construction  dur- 
ing 1966.  The  bonds  of  four  subdividers  were  scheduled  to  be  forfeited  and  the  liquidated 
funds  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  for  action  by  the  1967  Town  Meeting. 

The  new  Planning  Board  Inspector  served  the  Town  well.  Careful  inspection  and  re- 
ports paved  the  way  for  longer  lasting  pavements  and  other  utilities  in  subdivisions. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  has  cooperated  by  adopting  recommendations  of  the  Planning 
Board  in  certain  cases  so  that  the  Town  would  gain  some  pavement  or  other  utility  at  the 
expense  of  the  contractor. 

The  Planning  Board  will  propose  for  the  1967  Town  Meeting  amendments  to  the  Zon- 
ing By-Law  that  would  allow  construction  of  commercial  buildings  in  certain  areas  to  a 
height  of  six  stories  or  ninety  feet.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

This  is  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Saugus  Conservation  Commission. 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Commission  on  April  26,  1965,  by  a  vote  of  the  TownMeet- 
ing  to  accept,  at  the  petition  of  the  Saugus  Garden  Club,  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40.  Sec- 
tion 8C,  much  has  been  accomplished.  And  yet  it  is  only  a  beginning;  there  is  much  to  be 
done. 

Since  its  inception  the  Commission  has: 

(1)  Met  16  times. 

(2)  Attended  2  state-wide  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conser- 
vation Commissions, 

(3)  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Essex  County  Conservation  District, 

(4)  Met  with  a  representative  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  to  begin 
to  coordinate  our  future  plans. 

(5)  Met  with  the  Board  of  Health,  Planning  Board,  and  By-Law  Committee. 

(6)  Conducted  a  town-wide  public  opinion  and  information  survey  and  published 
its  very  positive  results . 

(7)  Upon  request  of  the  Town  Meeting,  has  about  48  acres  of  land  set  aside  for 
conservation  purposes. 

(8)  Communicated  with  both  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  (througn  oar  local  Board  of  Health)  regarding 
the  operation  of  the  DeMatteo  dump  in  East  Saugus. 

(9)  Kept  itself  appraised  of  the  progress  being  made  by  the  Prankers  Pond  Com- 
mittee, 

It  is  the  goal  of  conservation  to  assist  the  Town  in  preventing  future  flooding,  obtain- 
ing recreational  areas,  providing  nature  education  opportunities  for  children,  and  main- 
taining a  pleasant  environment.  Stated  in  these  terms,  conservation  goals  are  identical 
to  the  goals  of  the  responsible  citizen  and  public  official. 

Conservation  practices  keep  a  town  attractive  by  insuring  variety  in  land  use.  Citi- 
zens expect  their  town  to  be  a  desirable  place  in  which  to  raise  families.  Conservation 
or  the  lack  of  it,  touches  all  of  us  where  we  feel  it  most  -  our  homes,  our  children,  and 
our  pocketbooks.  If  properly  implemented  and  coordinated  it  can  provide  a  picturesque 
setting  for  our  homes,  leave  an  irreplaceable  heritage  for  our  children,  and  keep  down 
our  tax  rate  by  blocking  construction  when  revenues  which  might  be  produced  are  lower 
than  the  cost  of  providing  services  at  a  given  location.

Under  State  statute,  the  Town  Clerk  is  also  the  Clerk  and  administrative  officer  of 
the  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  Other  than  periods  when  the  law  closes  registrations 
and  citizen  may  register  to  vote  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office  during  business  hours.  There 
are  also  night  registrations  in  all  voting  locations  plus  Saturday  sessions  in  the  Clerk's 
office.  Saturday  registrations  is  anew  State  requirement  and  proved  to  be  highly  product- 
ive in  Saugus  with  more  than  400  registering  on  the  final  day,  prior  to  the  State  election. 

Transfer  of  the  Precinct  Five  polling  place  to  the  new  Lynnhurst  School  and  the  Pre- 
cinct Six  polling  place  to  the  Veterans  Memorial  school  were  accomplished  without  inci- 
dent as  was  the  division  of  Precinct  Nine,  which  now  uses  the  North  Saugus  and  Oakland- 
vale  Schools  for  voting  purposes. 

Both  the  State  Primary  and  State  Election  in  1966  were  conducted  in  such  manner 
as  to  reflect  credit  on  all  concerned  in  these  operations.    A  great  deal  of  appreciation 
must  be  expended  to  the  many  loyal  and  conscientious  Saugus  citizens  who  labor  long  hours 
to  deliver  the  results  of  an  election. 

From  the  resident  Census  listing  required  by  law,  the  office  has  extracted  the  names 
of  all  owners  of  dogs  and  compiled  a  list  of  same  for  the  Dog  Officer. 

Under  Statute,  the  Town  Clerk  is  also  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Here- 
cords  the  minutes  of  all  meetings,  expidites  all  correspondence  to  and  from  the  Board 
and  maintains  a  record  of  all  licenses  issued  by  the  Selectmen.

ASSESSORS 


The  Board  of  Assessors  inspected  and  reviewed  approximately  750  parcels  of  pro- 
perty, both  new  and  old,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  value. 

There  were  approximately  900  real  estate  transactions  that  were  handled  by  the  As- 
sessing Department.     This  department  also  processed  1,065  applications  for  statutory 
exemptions  of   real  estate.     In  1965  there  were  1,020  similar  applications  processed. 
Statutory  exemptions  are  granted  to  veterans,    elderly  persons,   widows  and  others  who 
qualify  by  law. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  granted  abatements  to  34  applicants  for  over -valuation,  as 
compared  to  50  applicants  in  1965. 

The  Assessing  department  was  requested  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  renumber 
Route  One,  Broadway,  from  Lynnfield  to  the  Maiden  City  Line.  This  project  took  two 
clerks  four  weeks  to  set  up  and  change  all  records.  Then  three  clerks  spent  four  days 
preparing  and  mailing  249  notices  to  all  owners  and  departments  concerned. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  public  hearings  and  renamed  17  streets  that  had  dupli- 
cate names.  This  was  a  most  important  project  to  all  concerned.  With  the  renaming  of 
these  streets  the  Assessing  department  spent  two  weeks  changing  all  the  records  and  re- 
numbering where  necessary,  and  mailed  142  notices  to  those  concerned. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  hired  an  appraisal  firm  that  is  in  the  process  of  reval- 
uing all  land  in  the  Town  of  Saugus.  This  project  is  about  thirty  percent  complete  and  we 
hope  to  finish  the  land  values  in  1967.  However,  the  Board  is  in  full  agreement  that  this 
is  not  the  total  answer  to  straighten  out  the  many  inequities  that  exist  under  the  present 
system  being  used  today.  The  system  being  used  to  set  the  assessed  value  of  property 
was  established  by  the  J.  M.  Cleminshaw  Appraisal  Company  in  1946,  and  was  based  on 
1941  cost  of  material  and  labor.  Therefore,  this  system  is  now  over  25  years  old,  and 
has  not  had  the  proper  maintenance  to  keep  up  to  date;  in  fact,  expert  appraisers  claim 
that  a  community  should  be  reappraised  every  ten  years.  This  must  prove  true  as  many 
states  have  this  law  on  their  books. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  filed  an  article  in  the  1967  Annual  Warrant,  as  they 
did  in  1965,    to  have  the  whole  town  reappraised  by  a  professional  appraisal  company. 
This,   we  feel,    is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  to  help  straighten  out  some  of  the  financial 
problems  of  the  town.

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CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE 


BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 

The  Building  Department  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  1966. 

My  predecessor,    Mr.  Walter  J.  Daniels,  who  now  works  for  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  has  served  our  community  well  for  the  past  ten  years  as  Building  Inspect- 
or and  Superintendent  of  Buildings.     After  the  disastrous  school  fires  in  the  years  1963 
and  1964,    Mr.  Daniels  had  the  responsibility  of  providing  additional  classrooms  and  get- 
ting these  schools  back  in  operation.     He  accomplished  an  outstanding  job  of  providing 
the  extra  classrooms  and  other  work  necessary,   with  very  little  school  time  lost  by  the 
children.    Many  other  projects  were  completed  by  him  over  the  years  and  his  services 
will  be  missed  by  this  Department  and  by  his  many  friends  in  the  Town  of  Saugus. 

During  the  year  1966  many  improvements  were  made  in  our  public  buildings  as  well 
as  countless  general  maintenance  projects. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Douglas  G.  Waybright  School  and  the  new  Junior  High  School, 
it  has  eased  the  overcrowded  condition  in  other  schools  for  this  year.  Because  of  this, 
the  Emerson  and  Felton  schools  were  boarded  up  and  secured,  but  are  expected  to  be  op- 
ened in  1967.  However,  these  schools  will  require  that  extensive  work  be  performed  in 
heating,  electrical  and  painting  before  being  placed  in  service.  The  old  Lynnhurst  School 
was  boarded  up  and  should  be  demolished  in  the  near  future.  The  old  Oaklandvale  School 
was  razed  and  the  land  added  to  the  present  new  school  yard. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  the  heating  plant,  #1  boiler  had  several  sections  that  were  defective  and  had  to  be 
removed  and  new  sections  installed. 

On  #2  boiler  the  return  line  was  leaking  and  had  to  be  replaced  with  a  new  line.    In 
the  All -Purpose  Room,  temporary  partitions  were  erected  and  taken  down  after  the  foot- 
ball season  was  over. 

In  the  Administration  area  of  the  building,  a  considerable  amount  of  damage  was 
caused  by  vandalism  and  throughout  the  year  the  breaking  of  windows  has  required  a  great 
deal  of  labor  and  material  by  this  Department  in  order  to  keep  this  school  in  repair. 

VETERANS  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL 

This  school  was  being  used  as  a  Junior  High  School  until  the  opening  of  the  new  Jun- 
ior High  as  it  had  to  be  converted  back  to  an  Elementary  School.    It  was  a  major  pro- 
ject by  this  department  to  remove  five  temporary  classrooms  in  the  gymnasium  and  two 
i  the  cafeteria  area  and  restore  these  rooms  to  their  original  intended  use.    All  sheet- 
rock  and  wooden  partitions  had  to  be  taken  down  and  electrical  fixtures  removed,  with  ex- 


tensive  wiring  changes  made,  in  order  to  reconnect  the  original  lighting  fixtures  for  use 
again  as  a  gymnasium.  The  gymnasium  ceiling  was  damaged  while  renovating  the  room 
and  a  new  fireproof  ceiling  was  installed.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  was  required 
in  carpentry  and  painting. 

CENTRAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  cafeteria  in  the  basement  was  completely  painted  by  the  men  of  this  department 
and  alsQ  the  first,  second,  and  third  floor  halls  were  renovated  by  painting. 

Another  project  of  this  school  was  sanding  the  second  and  third  floor  classrooms. 
New  tile  was  installed  on  the  stairs  and  halls  of  the  first  and  second  floors.  Due  to  da- 
mage by  vandalism  in  the  storage  room,  we  had  to  repair  the  door  and  paint  the  room. 

ROBY  SCHOOL 

A  new  storage  room  was  built,  which  was  needed  to  provide  space  for  the  stationery 
supplies.  The  old  Teachers'  room. was  inadequate;  therefore,  a  new  Teachers'  room  was 
made.  The  carpentry  and  other  work  required  for  these  two  projects  was  done  by  men 
in  the  Building  Department.  Stair  treads  leading  to  the  cafeteria  were  worn  out  and  they 
had  to  be  removed  and  replaced. 

BALLARD  SCHOOL 

Classrooms  on  the  second  floor  had  new  sub-floors  installed  which  required  a  great 
deal  of  time  before  the  new  tile  floors  were  fixed  in  place.  The  second  floor  was  com- 
pletely painted  during  the  vacation  period  with  the  extra  summer  help,  and  the  cafeteria 
basement  floor  was  painted  at  the  same  time. 

A  new  storage  area  was  provided  by  the  carpenters  of  this  Department.  It  is  most 
difficult  to  keep  ahead  of  breakage  of  glass  due  to  vandalism  in  this  school. 

LYNNHURST  and  OAKLANDVALE  SCHOOLS 

At  the  Lynnhurst  School  a  new  bookcase  was  made  and  installed  in  the  Library. 

New  vent  lines  were  run  from  the  septic  tank  to  the  roof  of  the  school  in  an  attempt 
to  alleviate  undesirable  odors. 

New  polling  booths  had  to  be  made  for  the  Oaklandvale  School,  now  that  this  school 
is  being  used  by  voters  of  Precinct  Nine. 

SWEETSER  and  CLIFTONDALE  SCHOOLS 

At  the  Sweetser  School,  repairs  to  the  steam  lines  were  necessary  in  the  basement, 
and  defective  stations  had  to  be  cut  out  and  new  pipes  welded  back.    Breakage  of  windows 
by  vandals  was  greater  than  usual  in  this  school. 
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New  stair  treads  were  installed  on  both  sides  of  the  building  on  the  first  and  second 
floor  of  the  Cliftondale  School.  Many  routine  repairs  were  performed  at  all  the  various 
schools  which  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  such  as  carpentry,  plumbing,  electrical,  etc. 

CENTRE  SCHOOL 

This  school  has  been  converted  and  renovated  to  be  used  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  his  staff.  On  the  first  floor  a  new  office  was  constructed  for  the  Superinten- 
dent and  the  rest  of  the  floor  area  was  revamped  for  the  Secretarial  personnel.  This 
project  required  permanent  partition,  paneling,  lighting,  plumbing  and  other  related  work. 
Additional  work  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  make  this  building  suitable  for  its  intended 
use,  and  we  are  planning  on  renovating  the  second  floor  for  this  coming  year. 

LIBRARY  and  WAR  MEMORIAL 


New  book  shelves  were  made  and  installed  in  the  Childrens'  room  and  office  area. 
Stairs  at  rear  of  the  building  had  to  be  removed  due  to  age  and  weather,    and  replaced 
with  new  ones. 

The  War  Memorial  at  Winter  Street  was  damaged  by  vandals.    New  frames  and  glass 
had  to  be  installed  and  the  frames  and  sash  repainted. 

POLICE  and  FIRE  STATION 


New  tile  floors  were  installed  in  the  Police  Chief's  room,  and  the  office  area. 

Boiler  from  old  Oaklandvale  School  and  burner  from  old  Lynnhurst  School  were  used 
to  replace  defective  heating  system  in  the  garage.  New  electric  door  opener  was  instal- 
led in  bay  of  the  garage  and  other  bays  will  be  completed  next  year. 

Due  to  defective  low  water  cut-off  control  at  East  Saugus  Pumping  Station,  it  caused 
boiler  to  overheat  and  damaged  most  of  the  nipples ,  resulting  in  numerous  leaks .  The 
boiler  had  to  be  taken  apart  and  all  the  new  nipples  installed  before  it  would  operate  pro- 
perly. 

TOWN  HALL 

A  new  office  for  the  Public  Health  Nurse  and  an  office  for  the  Building  Department 
was  completed  during  1966.  A  new  tile  floor  was  installed  in  the  National  Guard  office. 
Storage  shelves  were  built  in  the  basement  to  store  records  and  building  plans.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  outside  of  the  Town  Hall  will  be  painted  this  year, 

PLAYGROUNDS 

New  shelters  were  constructed  at  Lynnhurst  and  Stocker  playgrounds.  Stackpole 
Field  had  a  new  scoreboard  erected  and  a  plywood  cover  was  made  to  protect  it  during 
the  off  season, 
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The  shelter  at  the  Veterans  Memorial  School  had  to  be  taken  down  because  it  was 
damaged  beyond  repair  by  vandals.

During  the  year  1966  the  Saugus  Police  made  1628  arrests,  1460  of  which  were  males 
and  168  females.  Residents  arrested  were  313  and  non-residents  were  1315.  The  ar- 
rests were  made  for  the  following  crimes:  Crimes  against  Public  Order -Delinquency 
43;  Disorderly  Conduct  5;  Operating  to  Endanger  20;  Operating  Motor  Vehicle  while  un- 
der Influence  of  Intoxicating  Liquor  25;  Drunkenness  174;  Violation  of  motor  vehicle  laws 
680;  Leaving  scene  of  accident  10;  Speeding  515;  Non-Support  7 ;  Sex  Offenses  3;  Other 
Offenses  29. 

Crimes  Against  the  Person:    Assault  &  Battery  8;    Manslaughter  1;   Robbery  6. 

Crimes  Against  Property:  Breaking  &  Entering  &  Larceny  11;  Malicious  Destruc- 
tion of  property  3;  Forgery  3;  Larceny  59;  Using  m.  v.  without  Authority  21;  Receiving 
stolen  property  3;    Trespassing  2. 

All  persons  arrested  were  brought  before  the  Court  and  with  the  exception  of  35 
cases  which  were  dismissed  all  other  persons  were  either  senteneed  to  State  Institutions, 
fined,  filed  or  placed  on  probation.  The  percentage  of  convictions  achieved  indicates  the 
capability  and  intelligence  of  our  officers  in  acquiring  evidence  and  presentation  of  the 
cases  in  court. 

The  amount  of  fines  assessed  during  the  year  1966  totalled  $17, 145.  00

VARIED  DUTIES 

During  the  year  1966,  the  Saugus  Police  Department  has  received  8, 137  reports  and 
complaints,  2,957  more  than  the  year  1965.  The  Police  have  found  388  doors  and  win- 
dows open;  located  71  persons,  27  of  which  were  reported  missing  locally;  responded  to 
135  alarms  of  fire;  recovered  198  motor  vehicles;  responded  to  835  disturbance  reports 
and  126  domestic  complaints. 

We  have  conducted  455  investigations;  served  3,772  summonses  and  warrants;  is- 
sued 1,298  parking  tags  and  conveyed  626  persons  in  the  ambulance,  exclusive  of  persons 
conveyed  by  ambulance  to  the  hospitals  in  relation  to  motor  vehicle  accidents.

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COMMENDATIONS 

September  21,  1966  Officers  Frederick  L.  Forni  and  James  Stoddard  were  commend- 
ed for  the  apprehension  of  four  females  in  the  act  of  breaking  and  entering  the  Atlantic 
Lobstermen's  Coop,  at  134  Ballard  St.  This  establishment  was  continously  being  broken 
into  and  the  arrest  of  the  subjects  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  owner. 

SERGEANT  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

On  January  1,  1966,  I  became  the  Sergeant  Inspector  upon  the  retirement  of  the  then 
Sergeant  Inspector,  Ernest  A.  Dunham  who  was  a  veteran  policeman  of  many  years  ser- 
vice. 

Considerable  time  and  energy  has  been  put  into  this,  my  first  year,  in  the  revising 
of  old  systems  and  the  establishing  of  new  systems  of  filing,  bringing  up  to  date  by  mod- 
ern methods  an  office  fast  growing  in  the  need  for  records,  both  for  our  reference  and 
for  information  for  other  police  departments  as  well  as  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investiga- 
tion and  the  District  Attorney's  office.  Our  system  now  includes  the  fingerprints  of 
known  and  suspicious  criminals  as  well  as  photos  of  each,  also  supplied  in  duplicate  or 
triplicate  for  other  or  surrounding  departments  of  our  Commonwealth.  This  system  has 
helped  this  department  and  other  police  departments  in  the  positive  identification  of  sus- 
pects and  prosecution  of  same. 

An  accident  filing  of  fatalities  including  photographs  taken  by  Capt.  Collette,  Sgt. 
Donald  Peters,  Officer  James  Stoddard,  and  myself  has  been  devised  to  correspond  in 
number  code  with  the  department  accident  files  in  the  police  clerk's  record  office. 
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Numerous  statements  pertaining  to  various  crimes  in  the  town  have  been  taken  from 
witnesses  of  crimes  or  accidents  or  from  the  offenders  themselves. 

As  a  relief  prosecutor,  I  have  prosecuted  cases  in  the  Lynn  District  Court  and  taken 
out  court  complaints  causing  the  persons  responsible  to  be  convicted  and  most  of  the  ar- 
ticles recovered  or  restitution  made. 

Several  criminals  have  fled  to  other  states  which  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  travel 
to  other  departments,  both  on  this  coast  and  the  west  coast,  this  year  on  rendition  neces- 
sities in  the  fulfillment  of  the  warrants  issued  by  the  court. 

I  have  recovered  properties  and  monies  for  the  people  and  establishments  of  the 
Town  of  Saugus  in  the  way  of  restitution  of  larceny  by  check  in  the  amount  of  $2.  072.  06. 
Our  breaking  and  entering  crimes  together  with  other  larcenies  has  been  in  the  amount  of 
$17,819.09,  in  values  claimed  by  our  residents,  most  of  which  has  been  recovered  and 
returned  to  the  owners.  We  have  had  423  larcenies;  122  breaks -residential  and  esta- 
blishments; and  485  investigations  of  which  I,  Sgt.  Peters,  and  Capt.  Collette  have  in- 
vestigated. 

In  conclusion,  this  new  position  has  been  rewarding  to  me  in  the  knowledge  that  al- 
though many  extra  off-duty  hours  have  been  put  into  this,  my  first  year  as  inspector.  I 
am  sure  it  will  save  myself,  my  fellow  workers  and  other  departments  many  hours  in  the 
performance  of  their  police  duties. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  superior  and  fellow  workers  including  the  Town  Manager,  who 
have  assisted  me  with  their  knowledge  and  aid  thereby  enabling  me  to  fulfill  my  duties  as 
Sergeant  Inspector  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  Town  of  Saugus.

SAFETY  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

In  1966,  we  have  had  a  very  successful  safety  program. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  several  elementary  schools  that  have  student  safety  pa- 
trols,   with  a  total  membership  of  one  hundred  children.     This  group  is  trained  and  in- 
structed by  the  Safety  Officer,  and  are  located  at  the  cross-walks  on  the  different  school 
routes.     These  boys  and  girls  should  receive  a  lot  of  credit  for  they  do  a  fine  job  in  all 
kinds  of  weather. 

Each  year  the  school  judged  as  having  the  best  safety  patrol  receives  an  award,  a 
pennant,  that  they  keep  in  their  school  until  the  next  school  year.  Last  year  the  Felton 
School  received  the  award. 

We  also  have  eleven  adult  school  crossing  guards  that  are  located  in  the  most  hazard- 
ous crossings.     To  these  men  I  would  like  to  say  that  a  good  job  has  been  done.

This  year  with  the  help  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  we  showed  safety  films  in 
all  elementary  schools,  and  at  the  same  time  Inspector  Bennet  and  myself  gave  safety 
lectures . 

From  time  to  time  I  have  made  surveys  on  school  bus  transportation  and  school  bus 
stops  submitted  to  the  Town  Manager. 

We  have  distributed  a  variety  of  safety  literature  to  students  in  the  schools,  this  be- 
ing sponsored  by  the  Veterans  of  Foriegn  Wars  of  Saugus  and  the  merchants  of  Saugus.  I 
would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  these  people  and  their  help. 

We  also  had  our  bicycle  safety  inspection  at  this  time  and  gave  out  bicycle  safety 
stickers  to  each  bicycle  owner.

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POLICE  ATHLETIC  LEAGUE  REPORT 
We  have  had  a  year  round  program  for  the  youth  of  our  town  -  our  boys  and  girls , 

This  year  our  Socialites  PAL  Bugle  and  Drum  Corps  participated  in  16  drum  corps 
competitions  and  26  street  parades.  We  had,  on  Aug.  23,  1966,  a  competition  at  Stack- 
pole  Field  at  night,  which  was  a  very  successful  endeavor.  At  the  present  time  we  have 
82  girls  in  the  corps  and  30  girls  that  are  being  trained  for  replacement.  This  group  is 
supervised  and  sponsored  by  the  Saugus  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Post  2346,  and  they 
are  doing  a  fine  job.

Pop  Warner  League,  and  played  seven  games  on  schedule.  This  group  is  fully  equipped 
and  uniformed.     The  age  group  is  from  10  years  old  to  13  years  old. 

This  year  we  had  our  sixth  annual  banquet  at  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  hall  at 
which  trophies  and  awards  were  given  to  outstanding  players. 

On  August  25,  1966,  we  had  an  outing  at  Stackpole  Field  for  all  the  groups.  We  had 
races  and  competition  contests  with  prizes  for  all.  Hot  dogs,  ice  cream,  and  tonic  was 
served  and  a  good  time  was  had  by  all  those  attending  which  was  about  500  people. 
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We  have  two  teams  that  play  peanut  hockey  in  the  Winter  program. 

In  order  to  have  aprogram  of  this  size,  it  takes  a  lot  of  time  and  work.  Without  vol- 
unteers we  could  not  have  done  it.  I  have  in  my  total  program  67  dedicated  parents  and 
workers  that  give  of  their  time  and  help  this  group.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOG  OFFICER 

During  the  year  1966,  the  work  of  this  department  covered  response  to  478  official 
and  personal  complaints  from  town  departments  and  citizens,  covering  all  phases  of  the 
nuisance  category  occasioned  by  barking,  biting,  and  roaming  dogs.  In  no  case  was  it 
necessary  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  order  restraint  or  disposition;  all  complaints 
being  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  complainants,  either  by  voluntary  restraint  or  disposi- 
tion. A  total  of  31  dogs  were  disposed  of  by  the  Dog  Officer,  due  to  sickness  or  disposi- 
tion, including  several  which  were  not  licensed. 

Probably  due  to  the  proposal  of  a  "dog  leash  law",  the  requirement  of  licensing  was 
observed  by  a  greater  number  of  owners.  The  licenses  in  force  increased  from  1539  in 
1965  to  1997  in  1966,  an  increase  of  458  in  one  year.  This  office  has  had  good  coopera- 
tion from  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  in  preparation  of  the  listing  of  dog  owners,  and  has 
warned  all  owners  of  unlicensed  dogs  of  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

Due  to  the  known  increase  of  the  dog  population  in  Saugus,  it  will  now  be  necessary 
to  improve  and  increase  the  facilities  for  housing  the  animals  in  the  temporary  custody  of 
the  Dog  Officer  and  to  provide  some  means  of  conveyance  of  the  same.

SAUGUS  AUXILIARY  POLICE 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Saugus  Auxiliary  Police  beginning  January  1, 
through  December  31,  1966. 

There  are  31  men  in  the  unit,  of  which  20  men  have  participated  in  at  least  70%  of  all 
activities,  including  the  training  meetings  held  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  of  each 
month.  Each  of  the  20  men  are  uniformed  and  are  ready  at  all  times  for  duty.  The  other 
11  men  are  not  fully  uniformed  and  do  not  attend  meetings,  etc.  ,  but  are  kept  on  the  re- 
serve list  in  the  event  of  an  extreme  emergency.  Sergeant  James  Monico  and  Aux.  Lieu- 
tenant William  Perry  are  in  charge  of  training.

SUMMARY 


Never  in  the  history  of  Law  enforcement  in  our  nation  have  the  pressures  and  de- 
mands upon  those  charged  with  enforcing  the  law  been  greater  or  more  acute.  The  rising 
rates  of  crime,  civil  disorders  and  traffic  problems  contribute  cumulatively  to  stretching 
police  resources  to  the  near  breaking  point.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  police  that  they  are 
coping  with  these  problems  beyond  what  was  ever  conceived  to  be  their  responsibility. 
The  police  mandate  is  simple  in  concept  —  prevent  crime  and  apprehend  criminals. 

But  the  social  climate  of  our  times  has  immensely  broadened  this  concept  to  where 
the  police  find  themselves  the  arbiter  between  rival  social  factions,  where  they  find  them- 
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selves  involved  in  the  most  delicate  problems  of  human  relations  in  the  rapidly  changing 
social  structure  of  our  modern  society. 

There  is  an  increasing  problem  of  the  lack  of  respect  for  law  and  order.  This  stems 
from  the  civil  disobedience  philosophy  which  has  spread  across  the  country,  leading  some 
people  to  believe  they  only  have  to  obey  those  laws  that  they  happen  to  agree  with  and  are 
free  to  defy  those  laws  with  which  they  disagree. 

Crime  is  on  the  increase  year  after  year  beyond  the  population  growth  and  there  is 
no  ground  presently  for  optimism  that  it  will  level  off  or  be  reduced.  The  basic  situa- 
tions that  create  crimes  are  not  likely  to  be  alleviated  in  the  near  future.  Increasing  ur- 
banization and  the  resultant  indifference  and  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  public  cultivate  a 
fertile  field  for  the  development  of  crime.  Recent  Supreme  Court  decisions  are  greatly 
hampering  the  police  in  combating  crime  and  if  the  loose  thinking  now  applied  to  criminal 
procedures  in  the  area  of  arrest,  interrogation  and  trial  is  ever  applied  as  a  whole  to  the 
field  of  traffic  control,  the  carnage  on  the  highway  will  probably  quadruple. 

To  meet  these  demands  require  abilities ,  training  and  understanding  far  beyond  what 
was  ever  conceived  as  necessary  police  characteristics  in  the  not -too -distant  past.  For 
the  year  1967,  I  have  initiated  an  in-service  training  program  which  I  believe  will  train 
our  Police  personnel  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  citizens.  By  this  training  I  submit  that 
our  Police  Officers  will  be  able  to  render  greater  service  and  protection  for  the  citizens 
of  Saugus,  and  although  we  will  never  be  able  to  achieve  perfection,  we  have  to  think  and 
work  on  the  presumption  that  we  can  reach  this  goal. 

During  the  year  1966,   we  had  two  resignations,    Officer  Robert  P.  LoPresti,  re- 
signed on  April  30,  1966  for  private  enterprise.     Officer  James  G.  Wiswall  resigned  en 
July  21,  1966,  for  a  job  at  the  General  Electric  Company. 

I  issued  146  licenses  to  carry  firearms,  4  licenses  for  gun  dealers,  and  1  for  a  gun- 
smith receiving  a  total  of  $312.  00.  I  have,  also,  received  the  amount  of  $1,  434.  00  from 
Insurance  Companies,  Lawyers,  etc.  ,  for  copies  of  accident  reports,  all  of  which  (with 
the  fees  of  the  firearms  permits)  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer.

B.        Fire  Prevention  Bureau: 

As  you  will  notice  after  reading  the  following  breakdown  of  the  duties  perform- 
ed by  this  Division,  the  work  load  has  greatly  increased.  The  increase  in  daily 
duties  have  expanded  to  such  an  extent  that  this  Department  is  going  to  respect- 
fully request  an  additional  man.  This  request  will  be  incorporated  within  the 
1968  Budget.

C.  Rating  Bureau  Survey  Report: 

The  New  England  Rating  Bureau  conducted  a  survey  here  in  Saugus  in  1966. 
Their  recommendations  covering  various  operations  of  this  Department  brought 
out  two  important  requirements  in  their  Report,  namely,  Personnel    ind  Hose 
Inventory. 

The  Personnel  section  is  far  below  the  minimum  requirements.  The  Rating 
Bureau  has  recommended  that  a  minimum  of  fifteen  (15)  men  be  on  duty  at  all 
times.    Our  present  complement  is  eleven  (11)  men  and  officers. 

The  hose  recommendation  had  set  a  standard  for  one  thousand  feet  (1000')  of 
spare  hose  for  each  pumping  engine.  We  are  well  below  this  figure;  however, 
with  the  hose  replacement  program  now  in  operation,  this  requirement  will  be 
met. 

D.  Conclusion: 

The  Town  of  Saugus  is  growing  and  will  continue  to  grow  and  rapidly  expand. 
Business  establishments,  housing,  and  school  facilities  are  on  the  increase. 
With  the  above  conditions,  the  added  duties  of  this  Department  have  increased 
to  a  position  where  this  Department's  personnel  must  be  increased. 

It  is  no  longer  in  the  public  interest  to  operate  fire  apparatus  with  only  one 
man  assigned  to  each  unit.  Twenty  years  ago,  with  only  one  station,  the  com- 
plement of  personnel  on  duty  was  greater  than  it  is  at  the  present  time.  In  the 
year  1950,  this  Department  responded  to  500  alarms  which  was  the  highest  at 
that  period.  To  date,  our  number  of  alarms  and  duties  have  increased  over 
one  hundred  percent  (100%). 

The  equipment  of  this  Department  is  in  excellent  mechanical  condition  with  one 
exception,    that  being  Engine  #3  which  is  a  1000  Gallon  Pumper.     This  unit  was 
purchased  in  1942  making  it  24  years  old.    This  age  factor  must  be  taken  into 
consideration.     It  has  reached  a  point  where  a  major  breakdown  could  occur  at 
any  time.     If  this  were  to  happen,  obtaining  replacement  parts  would  be  almost 
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an  impossibility.     With  this  thought  in  mind,    I  intend  to  request  in  my  1968 
Budget  monies  for  a  new  pumper  to  replace  Engine  #3.

I  would  like  to  place  emphasis 
on  the  need  and  necessity  for  a  generator  hookup  for  both  the  Police  and  Fire  Department 
Communications  system  to  be  used  when  the  Town  is  without  power,  suet    as    occurred 
twice  during  the  past  year..    The  two  most  important  safety  departments  are  the  Police 
and  Fire  departments.    Without  radio  communication  or  lights  during  an  emergency    of 
this  type  (and  with  the  possibility  of  other  emergencies  arising  during  a  power    failure, 
such  as  accidents,    ambulance  calls,  fires,  burglarizing),  vital  time  can  be  lost  without 
the  aid  of  proper  communications.    Although  the  Civil  Defense     Department  is  well  e- 
quipped  with  lighting  apparatus,  this  equipment  should  be  used  solely  for  the   lighting  up 
of  the  banks  and  business  establishments  in  Cliftondale,  Saugus  Center,    and  the    New 
England  Shopping  Center.    It  is  also  an  aid  to  the  patrolmen  on  the  route    in  these  areas. 
The  Police  and  Fire  Department  should  have  their  own  generator  equipment.  Inasmuch  as 
we  have  a  large  generator  to  te  taken  out  of  the  old  Junior  High  School,    this    unit  could 
be  permanently  placed  and  hooked  up  for  the  benefit  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 

Again,  in  the  Town  of  Saugus,  our  second  "Blackout"  within  a  short  period  of  time 
occurred  and  it  provided  the  Civil  Defense  with  an  excellent  opportunity  to  test  its  pre- 
paredness. In  general,  every  man  responded  immediately  to  the  necessities  of  the  sit- 
uation, marshalling  their  resources  and  personnel  to  aid  immensely  in  alleviating  criti- 
cal problems  that  could  have  occurred  if  the  Town  of  Saugus  did  not  have  equipment  such 
as  the  generators,  the  communication  equipment,  and  the  trained  personnel. 

The  Fire  and  Rescue  Department  members,  under  the  supervision  of  Chief  William 
O'Brien,  have  volunteered  over  9,000  man  hours  of  their  time  during  the  year  1966,  which 
in  itself  has  been  a  tremendous  saving  to  the  Town  of  Saugus.  The  neighboring  Towns 
and  Cities  are  aware  of  the  type  of  equipment  that  we  have  (the  "Duk",  an  ambulance, 
lighting  units,  pumps,  etc.).  Emergency  calls  have  come  through  from  other  cities  and 
towns  asking  for  aid,  and  our  men  have  responded  promptly  and  generously,  giving  of 
their  time  until  the  emergency  subsided. 

Chief  Fred  Forni  of  the  Saugus  Police  Department  has  the  responsibility  for  the  Sau- 
gus Auxiliary  Police,  with  Captain  Freeman  Gallant  as  supervisor.  This  unit  has  put  in 
approximately  3300  hours  during  the  year  1966.  Also,  1100  of  these  man  hours  have  been 
for  Sunday  Church  traffic;  568  man  hours  have  been  in  patrolling  the  schools  and  play- 
grounds for  vandalism.  The  balance  of  these  hours  were  spent  on  various  other  functions, 
such  as  Halloween,  and  parades  on  Memorial  Day,  Veteran's  Day,  V.F.W.  Carnival, and 
the  Loyalty  Day  Parade. 

To  one  who  has  received  very  little  publicity,  to  one  who  will  appear  in  all  kinds  of 
weather  with  her  hot  coffee  and  doughnuts,  who  is  also  our  Red  Cross  First  Aid  Instruc- 
tor, an  Ambulance  Driver  and  Nurse  when  needed,    a  most  dedicated    Defense  worker, 
my  deepest  appreciation  to  you,    Mrs.  Dorothy  Mac  Donald,    for  your  very  fine  contribu- 
tions and  efforts  over  the  past  few  years. 
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Are  you,  who  reads  this  report,  the  type  of  person  who  can  think  and  act  quickly  when 
the  pressure  is  on?  If  so,  there  is  an  important  job  waiting  for  you  in  Civil  Defense. 
Whatever  talents  or  experience  you  may  have  —  put  them  to  use  just  a  couple  of  hours  all 
week  in  Civil  Defense.  You'll  be  doing  something  that  may  save  lives  in  the  future.  You'll 
learn  Communications.,  First  Aid,  Rescue,  Police  and  Fire  Fighting,  and  other  worth- 
while skills.  You'll  meet  people,  make  new  friends,  and  share  the  proud  feeling  that 
comes  with  service  to  your  community.  Stop  over,  or  drop  a  postcard  or  phone  233-1931 
or  233-2065.  Give  your  name  and  address  and  say,  "I  want  to  do  my  part  in  Civil  De- 
fense" and  select  the  unit  you  feel  you  are  fitted  for.

During  the  past  year  we  had  a  very  bad  pollution  problem  in  West  Cliftondale  of  the 
brook  running  from  the  Melrose -Maiden  line.  I  spent  two  months  in  company  with  an  in- 
spector from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  conducting  dye  tests  and  bacteriolo- 
gical tests  on  the  contents  of  the  brook.  We  found  one  establishment  from  Maiden  emp- 
tying into  the  brook,  one  from  Melrose  and  four  from  Saugus.  All  of  the  establishments 
in  Saugus  were  eliminated  temporarily  from  emptying  into  the  brook,  pending  the  instal- 
lation of  the  sewer  in  this  section. 

The  aerial  spraying;  was  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Health.  A 
program  by  the  Essex  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  was  also  coordinated  by  the  Board 
of  Health.    A  program  of  cleaning  inland  brooks  was  also  conducted  under  the  Board  of 
Health. 

During   1966,    the   Board   of  Health  assumed  direct  supervision  of  the  Town  dump 
which  was  a  source  of  trouble  for  the  past  four  years  for  the  Manager.    This  entails  a  lot 
of  time  and  the  Agent  has  to  work  every  Saturday  as  the  dump  is  open  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon and  all  day  Saturday. 

All  reports  required  by  law  were  sent  to  the  various  State  Departments,  namely,  the 
Food  and  Drug  Division,    Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering,    Department  of  Agriculture, 
Division  of  Tuberculosis  and  various  other  Departments. 

During  1965  and  1966  our  Agent  drew  up  a  new  set  of  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Health  Department.  They  have  been  submitted  to  the  Town  Manager  and  Town  Counsel 
for  their  approval. 

As  in  the  past,  1966  was  no  exception  to  the  increasing  amount  of  work  in  this  De- 
partment,  the  same  as  it  is  in  other  departments,   with  no  increase  in  personnel  since 
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1936.     We  have  repeatedly  asked  tor   extra  help  to  keep  the  Health  Department  in  step 
with  other  Departments  in  the  Town.

In  comparing  the  above  figures  for  each  of  the  years  1966  and  1965,  notice  that  al- 
though our  total  expenses  for  1966  increased  greatly  over  those  for  1965  nevertheless  the 
net  cost  in  Town -raised  revenue  was  less  than  for  the  year  just  past.  This  is  due  to  two 
factors,  both  concerned  with  medical  expenses;  first  the  inauguration  of  Medical  Assis- 
tance, or  Medicaid,  on  Sept.  1,  1966,  which,  as  one  of  its  features,  provides  a  more  gen- 
erous Federal  reimbursement  for  medical  expenses;  and  second,  the  effect  of  Medicare, 
which  started  July  1,  1966,  and  picks  up  almost  all  of  the  hospital,  doctor  and  other  med- 
ical bills  for  our  recipients  65  years  of  age  and  older. 
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The  new  Medical  Assistance  category  which  absorbed  the  old  medical  care  for  indi- 
viduals and  families  with  limited  income  and  limited  personal  property.  Those  people 
may  be  eligible  for  Welfare  Department  help  who  have  net  income  not  exceeding  $180  per 
month  for  the  wage  earner  plus  $56  per  month  added  exemption  of  net  income  for  each 
dependent.  In  addition,  personal  property  can  not  exceed  $2,000  for  an  individual  or 
$3,  000  for  husband  or  wife  on  a  family  of  two  with  an  additional  $100  per  year  for  each 
dependent  allowed  on  top  of  the  personal  property  ceilings.  Disabled  persons  who  meet 
those  requirements  may  be  eligible  as  well  as  dependent  children  under  21  years  of  age, 
and  the  children's  mother  if  the  father  is  disabled  or  absent  from  home.  If  the  father  is 
living  in  the  home  and  unemployed  he  may  be  eligible  too. 

No  great  amount  of  publicity  has  yet  attended  the  implementation  of  Medical  Assist- 
ance, but  since  present  plans  are  to  spread  information  on  it  much  more  widely,  we  can 
expect  a  continuing  volume  of  applications,  or  at  least  inquiries,  and  a  heavier  work  load. 

The  following  two  charts  pictorially  summarize  our  expenses  and  caseloads  for  the 
two  years  past  and  graphically  present  a  breakdown  of  costs  attributable  to  each  level  of 
government;  local,  state  and  federal.

I  hereby  submit  my  1966  annual  report  of  the  Veterans  Benefits  Department. 

In  reviewing  the  work  accomplished  in  this  department  last  year  it  will  be  noted  that 
much  was  done  for  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents . 

There  were  428  cases -in -need  handled  in  1966  compared  to  351  cases  in  1965,  with 
866  persons  receiving  benefits  in  1966.  There  were  numerous  requests  for  temporary 
aid  while  the  head  of  the  home  was  unemployed  due  to  illness  or  lack  of  work. 

The  increasing  cost  of  hospital  and  nursing  home  care  for  veterans  and  dependents 
caused  the  large  rise  in  expenditures  of  the  department  in  1966.    The  increase  in  case- 
load was  much  heavier  in  1966  because  of  4  different  strikes  including  the  General  Elec- 
tric; also  a  whole  new  category  of  veterans  who  served  from  1955  to  the  end  of  hostilities.

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LIBRARY 


"Every  art  contributes  to  the  greatest  art  of  all.  .  .  . 
the  art  of  living"  -  Bertolt  Brecht 

An  annual  report  is. an  occasion  to    check  on  the  progress  of  a  library,  a  necessary 
stock-taking.    More  than  a  line-up  under  the  lights  to  see  if  the  year's  statistics  are  a- 
head  of  last  year's,  it  is  a  factual  statement  of  a  library's  accomplishments,   a  review  of 
fundamental  plans  and  objectives.lt  serves  as  an  avenue  of  communication  between  library 
administration  and  the  users  of  a  library.     It  is  another  leaf  in  the  record  of  a  depart- 
ment's progress. 

GLIFTONDALE  BRANCH  LIBRARY 

A  new  and  larger  branch  library  for  Ciiftondale  became  a  reality  with  the  recom- 
mendation and  acceptance  of  Article  22  of  the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Aided  by   a 
Federal  Grant  of  $16,250  under  the  Library  Services  Construction  Act,  plans  were  drawn 
up  for  a  two-room  split-level  building,  and  work  was  begun  in  September.    By  December, 
much  of  the  interior  finish  work  was  under  way.    With  the  arrival  of  library  furniture, 
which  will  unavoidably  take  from  three  to  five  months  to  receive  from  the  manufacturer 
we  plan  to  open  this  branch  during  the  summer . 

Meanwhile,   much  time  and  effort  have  gone  into  selecting  and  purchasing  new  refer- 
ence materials  for  this  branch  which,  in  its  very  cramped  quarters,  has  had  a  busy  year 
helping  students  with  school  projects.    Books  for  pleasure  reading  have  not  been  neglect- 
ed,and  though  there  is  a  lack  of  space  to  house  the  complete  collection,     many  new  books 
for  adults ,  young  adults ,  and  students  from  grades  one  through  eight  have  been  put  out  for 
use.    We  look  forward  to  opening  this  branch,  for  there  will  be  a  browsing  and  reading 
area  for  adults  and  a  larger  study  area  for  high  schoolers  on  the  street  level.    Junior 
high  and  the  elementary  grades  will  share  a  room  where  they  now  share  three  tables  and 
a  dozen  chairs  with  high  school  students  and  adults  in  a  single  room.      This  expansion 
will  allow  better  service  in  pleasant  and  comfortable  surroundings. 

ADULT  SERVICES 

As  planned,  we  were  able  to  mimeograph  lists  of  new  books,  our  first  dated  Feb- 
ruary 1966,  and  for  the  next  six  months  these  came  out  every  other  month.  But  with 
September  1966,  we  published  a  list  of  young  adult  books ,  a  list  of  fiction  books  for  el- 
ementary grades  for  the  East  Saugus  Branch,  and  started  a  regular  program  of  new  book 
lists  each  month  for  adults. 

Annotated  book  lists  are  our  next  project;  these  will  be  in  special  subject  areas  such 
as  history,  travel,  cooking,  religion,  civil  rights,  censorship,  politics,  and  will  include 
old  and  new  books  with  brief  notes  on  the  contents  of  each  book  listed.  Annotated  fiction 
lists  are  a  good  future  possibility,  but  all  this  takes  staff  and  administrative  time,  and 
needs  careful  planning. 
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Through  the  year  we  have  had  special  displays  of  books  with  appropriate  posters 
pointing  up  these  displays.  Those  most  successful  and  fully  used  have  been  on  education, 
religion,  civil  rights  and  Vietnam  which  is  a  healthy  indication  of  the  public's  interest  in 
the  issues  of  the  day. 

While  we  feel  we  have  a  full  and  useful  book  collection,  we  have  made  148  interli- 
brary  loans  of  more  specialized  books  not  in  our  collection,  and  have  directed  persons  to 
other  libraries  to  use  their  special  reference  collections  and  books. 

We  put  out  a  list  of  newspaper  and  periodical  holdings  last  summer,  and  have  recent- 
ly revived  it.  The  library  has  7  newspapers  and  152  periodicals  and  is  fortunate  to  re- 
ceive gifts  in  each  area  which  allows  us  to  make  fuller  use  of  our  newspaper  and  maga- 
zine budget. 

CHILDREN'S  SERVICES 

Besides  careful  book  selection  to  build  up  complimentary  areas  to  help  the  young  folk 
with  school  projects,   we  have  added  many  new  and  highly  recommended  books  for  pleas- 
ure reading  in  all  grades . 

Story  hours  were  held  in  the  children's  areas  of  both  branches  and  the  main  library 
during  the  summer,    and  were  very  well  attended  during  the  five -week  period  in  August. 
East  Saugus  Branch   had  Mr.  Bumba  stories  during  November  and  December     with  the 
children  casting  their  votes  in  a  ballot  box  to  select  their  favorite  stories.    Christmas 
story  hours  were  held  in  all  the  libraries  and  at  the  North  Saugus  School  library  which  we 
serve  during  the  year. 

The  Children's  librarian  (main  library)  made  two  visits  to  the  Armitage  School  to  a- 
quaint  the  children  with  the  use  of  reference  books  and  the  card  catalog,  and  ended  her 
program  with  stories  for  the  younger  children.    Dressed  in  her  kilt  and  plaide,  she  told 
stories  to  a  visiting  Bluebird  troupe  who  was  studying  customs  and  folklore  of  Scotland . 
As  storyteller  she  visited  the  Y  kindergarten  in  October  and  at  Christmas . 

A  fifth  grade  class  came  to  the  library  to  learn  about  reference  books  and  the  card 
catalog,  and  toured  the  adult  areas  with  their  teacher.  During  the  year,  the  branches 
have  had  visits  from  Bluebird  and  Campfire  girls  and  their  leaders.  We  appreciate  this 
interest  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  leaders  of  children  and  need  only  to  know  in  advance 
to  allow  us  to  arrange  a  suitable  program. 

Book  deposits  are  a  part  of  our  service  to  children.  During  the  year  we  had  some 
1500  books  borrowed  by  individual  teachers  for  use  in  their  classrooms;  a  deposit  in  the 
Waybright  school  library;  and  another  of  pleasure  reading  books  for  student  use  during 
the  six -week  Summer  School  Program  at  the  Waybright  school. 

STAFF  ACTWITIES 

The  librarian  and  members  of  the  staff  attended  meetings  of  the  North  Shore  Library 
Club  of  which  the  librarian  is  secretary;  Children's  Librarians;  the  February   and   Oot- 
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ober  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association;  the  September  meeting  of  the 
New  England  Library  Association.  The  librarian  attended  meetings  of  the  Greater  Bos- 
ton Public  Library  Administrators,  and  with  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
attended  the  April  16th  Institute  on  Staffing  the  Small  Public  Library  held  at  Simmons  Col- 
lege, Boston. 

The  library  was  host  to  the  North  Shore  Library  Club  in  June. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

A  wall  newspaper  rack,  reading  table  and  chairs,  and  a  large  counter  height  maga- 
zine display  case  was  purchased  for  the  adult  reading  room.  An  electric  typewriter  and 
two  book  trucks  were  purchased  for  the  book  processing  area.  A  stainless  steel  sink  was 
installed  in  the  staff  room.  The  Building  Department  built  and  installed  single  shelves 
in  waste  space  over  radiators  in  the  adult  reading  room  and  the  children's  reading  room 
which  greatly  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  rooms  while  giving  us  valuable  space  for 
book  displays,  a  book  case  with  adjustable  shelving  was  made  and  installed  in  the  libra- 
rian's office. 

LIBRARY  STATISTICS 

The  library  system  has  four  agencies  serving  25,000  people:  the  main  library,    Clif- 
tondale  branch,  East  Saugus  branch,  and  the  North  Saugus  Elementary  School  library.

Of  the  2,729  volumes  withdrawn,    many  have  been  sent  to  State  and  civic  agencies 
through  friends  and  town  folk  who  have  been  willing  to  bring  them  in  their  cars  to  various 
places.     Several  very  small  country  libraries  have  been  pleased  to  receive  these  books 
for  with  a  small  budget  additional  books  are  welcome.     Please  note:  those  so  distributed 
were  in  serviceable  condition  and  of  good  library  quality] 

During  1966,  $15,000  was  spent  on  new  books  for  the  library  system.  Of  this  a- 
mount,  $3,500  was  spent  on  reference  books  for  the  branches,  both  in  adult  and  child- 
ren's areas. 

The  librarian  purchased  55  books  in  memory  of  late  gaugus  residents  given  by  thought- 
ful friends  and  relatives.    The  Saugus  Cooperative  Bank  furnished  pockets  for  borrowers' 
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cards  and  book  marks  with  library  hours  and  telephone  numbers  for  our  patrons'  conven- 
ience.

In  1966  there  was  a  total  decrease  in  book  circulation  of  10,730  books.  The  figures 
will  show  a  new  drop  in  the  juvenile  departments  of  9,712  and  of  1,018  in  the  adult  areas 
over  the  1965  figures.  This  is  not  a  "Saugus  Problem",  as  a  majority  of  head  librarians 
at  the  January  26,  1967  meeting  of  the  Greater  Boston  Public  Library  Administrators  re- 
ported a  sharp  drop  in  circulation  of  books  in  1966.  It  was  attributed  to  the  longer  school 
day,  and  increased  required  reading  and  research  at  all  school  grade  levels  which  left 
time  for  pleasure  reading.  In  areas  where  adults  share  the  room  with  school  agers,  such 
as  Cliftondale  and  East  Saugus  in  our  own  case,  they  may  be  discouraged  from  using  the 
library  in  such  crowded  areas. 

However,    one  of  the  poorest  measures  of  a  library's  worth  is  the  number  of  books 
taken  home  to  read.    Such  figures,  or  book  circulation,  are  a  surface  measure  only,  and 
are  as  valuable  as  totalling  Saturday's  sales  in  a  store  to  prove  a  business  is  solvent! 
The  overall  picture  is  most  important,  so  that  a  correct  measure  of  public  service  must 
include  time  spent  on  information  services,  and  circulation  data. 
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We  have  been  interested  in  statistics  for  this  information  and  reference  service.    As 
there  are  several  people  in  the  main  library  area  involved  in  answering  questions,  offer- 
ing advice  and  direction  for  literature  searches  for  term  papers  and  projects,  and  answer- 
ing brief  but  important  telephone  calls  for  information,  we  have  tried  to  tabulate  these. 
There  are  no  national  "standards"  for  such  an  evaluation  in  the  library  field,  so  we  can 
only  present  a  representative  month's  statistics.    Recently,  we  had  84  reference  search- 
es sufficiently  important  and  long  in  the  time  spent  on  each  to  record  the  question  and 
materials  found  to  answer  each  one.     Further,  while  students  were  working  on  special  as- 
signments,  we  kept  a  separate  record  of  the  number  of  students  using     reference  books 
alone,  exclusive  of  magazines,  text  books,  or  pamphlets,  and  came  up  with  a  total  of     259. 
This  simply  means  that  a  great  deal  of  library  literature,  whether  books,  pamphlets  ,  or 
magazines  is  used  in  the  library,  never  going  beyond  the  table  where  a  person  sits,    reads, 
and  writes.  Such  a  use  can  not  be  measured  as  a  part  of  circulation  statistics,    so  a  very 
important  service  goes  unsung  and  unnoticed  except  by  those  who  have  been  benefited  in- 
dividually. 

Reference  and  information  services  in  1966  have  been  a  rewarding  experience  to  the 
library  staff  for  we  have  seen  increased  use  of  library  materials,  and  independent  use  of 
the  card  catalog,  Reader's  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature,  and  other  reference  sources 
by  these  young  people. 

STAFF  NOTES 

Mrs.  Helen  Ingalls  Pappas  joined  the  library  staff  in  July  1966,  to  assist  the  librar- 
ian and  to  be  in  charge  of  the  children's  room  in  the  new  Cliftondale  branch  library  on 
Essex  Street.  She  was  an  administrative  aide  to  the  librarian  in  Marblehead,  and  had  five 
years  service  in  the  children's  department  there. 

Mrs.  Madalyn  J.  Brown  came  to  Saugus  from  the  Houghton  Branch  Library  of  the 
Lynn  Public  Library  System  in  August  and  is  the  circulation  librarian  in  the  main   library. 

Mrs.  Florence  Mitton,  Part-time  library  assistant  in  Cliftondale  for  three  years, 
was  put  on  staff  as  library  assistant  in  October  1966. 

In  June  1967,  the  librarian  will  have  completed  the  required  courses  for  a   Master's 
degree  in  Library  Science  at  Simmons  College  School  of  Library  Asience,  Boston. 

The  Library  Board  and  Library  Staff  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  two  of  their  close 
associates,  in  the  fall  of  1967.    Mrl.   Harold  J.  Adlington  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Library  Trustees  for  sixteen  years,  and  Mrs.  Gertrude  Lancaster  had  been  a  library 
assistant  at  the  Cliftondale  Branch  Library.
